Summary 


New  orders  for 
$2.7  billion  or  1.2 


manufactured  goods  in  April  increased 
percent  to  $218.7  billion,  following  a 
1.6  percent  increase  in  March.  Durable  goods  orders  were  up 
1.0  percent;  nondurable  goods  orders  increased  1.5  percent. 


Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  April  were  unchanged 

from  March  at  $214.6  billion.  A  decline  in  durables  of  $1.5 

billion  or  1.3  percent  was  offset  by  an  increase  in 

nondurables  of  $1.5  billion  or  1.5  percent. 

Unfilled  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  April 
increased  $4.1  billion  or  1.0  percent  to  $418.1  billion, 
continuing  the  upward  trend  which  began  in  March  1987;  the 
February  1987  level  was  $370.2  billion. 

Current  cost  inventories  of  manufacturers  increased 
$1.4  billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $341.0  billion,  continuing  an 
upward  trend  which  began  in  April  1987.  The  inventory  to 
shipments  ratio  in  April  was  1.59,  up  from  1.58  in  March. 

New  Orders 

Of  the  $2.7  billion  increase  in  April  orders,  $1.2 
billion  was  in  durables  and  $1.5  billion  in  nondurables. 
The  increase  in  the  durable  goods  sector  was  concentrated  in 
electrical  machinery,  up  $0.8  billion  or  4.2  percent  to 
$19.5  billion;  a  large  increase  in  defense  communication 
equipment  was  partially  offset  by  small  declines  in  most  of 
the  other  categories.  Lumber  and  wood  products  were  also 
up,  following  a  decline  in  March. 

Nonelectrical  machinery  declined  $0.1  billion  or  0.6 
percent,  with  construction,  mining  and  material  handling 
equipment  showing  the  largest  decrease.  Transportation 
equipment  was  virtually  unchanged  from  March  at  $31.4 
billion. 

The  increase  in  orders  for  nondurables  was  widespread 
with  the  largest  gains  in  petroleum,  chemicals,  and  paper 
products. 


Shipments 

The  declines  in  shipments  of^dMjJjJiLJglSods  in  April 
were  widespread.  The  largest  decrease  wa«— itftransportation 
equipment,  down  $1.0  billion  or  3.6  percent;  aircraft  and 
parts  accounted  for  most  of  the  decrease.  Nonelectrical 
machinery  was  down  $0.6  billion  or  2.7  percent;  the  office 
and  computing  equipment  category  accounted  for  most  of  that 
decl ine. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  showed  widespread 
increases.  Petroleum  products  were  up  $0.6  billion  or  6.1 
percent  to  $10.9  billion,  paper  product  shipments  were  up 
$0.3  billion  or  3.2  percent  to  $11.0  billion  and  chemicals 
up  $0.4  billion  or  2.1  percent  $20.4  billion. 

Unfilled  Orders 

Manufacturers'  unfilled  orders  are  concentrated  in  the 
durable  goods  sector,  which  increased  $4.2  billion  or  1.0 
percent  to  $404.5  billion.  Transportation  equipment  was  up 
$3.5  billion,  $3.1  billion  of  which  was  in  aircraft  and 
parts.  Nonelectrical  machinery  increased  $0.4  billion  or 
0.7  percent  and  primary  metals  $0.2  billion  or  1.0  percent. 
The  other   industries  were  relatively  flat. 

Inventories 

Inventories  of  durable  goods  in  April  increased  $1.1 
billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $221.8  billion.  About  half  of  the 
increase  was  in  aircraft  and  parts.  Nondurable  goods 
inventories  increased  $0.4  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $119.2 
billion;  all  industries  were  up  except  chemicals  and  rubber 
and  plastics  products. 

By  stage  of  fabrication,  the  increase  in  total 
inventories  in  April  was  concentrated  in  materials  and 
supplies,  up  0.6  percent,  and  work  in  process,  up  0.7 
percent.     Finished  goods  declined  0.1  percent.
